Hisoapaoity for seizing the sali¬ 
ent facts of a situation and his firmly ad¬ 
hering, in the face of formidable influences 
to opinions formed upon them, indicate 
qualities whose value in a public career 
can scarcely be over estimated. Mr.Ayles- 
worth is a great student, bat be is a man 
of aotion as well, whose courage apef stead , 
fastness could be relied upon, no piatter 
what demands v/ere rpada hppa them. Sir 
Wilfred Laurier has done a good turn to 
the public life of the oountry in inducing 
Mr. Ayleeworth to partially forsake studies 
which are known to be particularly to bis

THE HERO OF THE HOUR, 

In connection wdtli this attitude of 
the Japanese toward their soldiors, 
Admiral Kamimura's commendation 
of tho efforts of the Russians to save 
life when tho cruiser Rurlk was 
sunk thitusts a vital question to tho 
front. To-day Japan is menaced by 
a great danger in the eagerness with 
which her officers and men commit 
suicide to escape the disgrace of cap¬ 
ture or defeat. 

It is tlho old Samurai spirit burn¬ 
ing fiercely in the fighting men of 
to-day, and in the minds of many 
lmri-kiri is incumbent upon them in 
tne name of honor to avoid defeat or 
capture, without this spirit, which 
begets mighty deeds of daring and 
sublime fearlessness of death, Jap¬ 
anese soldiers might not be invincible 
Yet with every life thus needlessly 
sacrificed Japan’s resources are by 
so much impaired. 

And it seems that Admiral Kami- 
mura does not stand alone in Jiis 
opinion. More than one officer of 
rank has thus expressed himself, and 
but a few weeks ago an officer, ad¬ 
dressing his men prior to an engage¬ 
ment, impressed on them the folly of 
needlessly sacrificing their lives. 

It is defying public * *Hcn)timcnt to 
take this ground, and the men who 
do so are pioneers of a new code. 
But as Japan throws off the shackles 
of feudalism and deals with problems 
of to-day, she must admit that the 
causes far hari-kiri have passed. 

Tho practice undoubtedly had its 
origin in fear of the consequences of 
defeat, when defeat meant fiendish 
torture otf prisoners taken. Thus it 
was not strange that the Samurai 
never failed to reckon with possibly 
having to take his own life. 

But the time is at hand when this 
custom, the survival of a barbarous 
age must be swiftly annihilated in 
order that Japan may place herself 
in thb foremost rank of civilized na¬ 
tions.

SELECTED RECIPES. 

To Cure & Ham.—Boil together for 
half an hour eix quarts of water, 


til Fruit butters are easier to 
V than Jellies, and they go farther and 
are quite as good. Besides all the 
pulp is ussd, which is Tost in jelly 
making. The rich red heart of the 
watermelon cooked in ita own juice 
makes a ruby rad butter that is ex¬ 
ceedingly fine. The yellow-lemon- 
muskmolon is also delicious. Rhu¬ 
barb makes a rich butter that is nice 
to use in layer cake, as do bana¬ 
nas, pumpkins, oranges, lomons, apri¬ 
cots, white and green grapes, cher¬ 
ries, pineapples, pears, crabapplcs, 
quinces and peaches. Pineapples and 


one-half pound of brown fsugar, one I pears are not made into butter so 


ounce of saltpeter, and two pounds 
of salt. Skim well and set aside 
until cold, then pour over the fresh 
ham. Let stunJ for two weeks in 
a cool place, then drain and wash 
We ll. Without wiping, roll it in 
bran until thickly coated. Smoko 
with hickory chips for a week, then 
brush off tho bran; wrup in “brown 
paper and hang up until wanted. A 
very large hum should be smoked 
from ten days to two weeks. 

Oriental Wafers.—Spread rounds of 
graham bread first with butter and 
just a touch of mustard, and be¬ 
tween each two slices this filling ; 
Shop one-fourth of a pound of can¬ 
died cherries, one dozen nasturtium 
stems, and four olives, one table- 
spoonful each of honey, orange mar¬ 
malade, and current Jelly are added, 
and all thoroughly mixed together. 

Cabinet Pudding. — Cut fine 
one-quarter of a cupful of candied 
citron; take a quarter of a cupful 
each of saltana raisins and cleaned 
currants.

Chop the pulp fine and ada 
to it one large green pepper, seeded, 
chopped fine, and cooked five minutes 
in one tablespoonful of butter, ono 
medium sized onion, grated, one cn{>- 
ful of drained tomato pulp (the fresh 
tomatoes Pkinned, seeds removed, 
then chopped line), one heaping cup¬ 
ful of dry bread crumbs and one- 
half of a cupful of chopped cold 
chicken. Season well with salt; re¬ 
fill each half with the mixture, heap¬ 
ing it over the top. Sprinkle with 
a tablespoonful of melted butter; 
place on a flat pan and bake in a 
quick oven until tender. Serve on 
a platter, and send with’ it a bowl 
of tomato sauce.

Water in which potatoes have been 
boiled is very effecMve in keeping sil¬ 
ver bright. It cift be bottled for 
use, und if required to be kept a 
long time a tenth part of methyiated 
spirits will do this. 

Nover ullow meats to boil while 
they are being cooked in water. 
Hard boiling in salted water will 
toughen the tenderest piece of meat 
ever sold. Let the water simmer 
gently, keeping tho pot on the back 
of the range. 

To make flannelette non-inflamma¬ 
ble—After flannelette articles have 
been washed they should be rinsed in 
water in which one ounce of alum or 
salt ammonia has been dissolved. 

Meat hush will ever hold its own 
pluco as long k as it is well made, 
and even a chef oi reputation thinks 
it worthy oi original seasoning and 
serving. 

There must be no doubtful “left¬ 
overs" put in, but let the hash bo. 
made of tfie best materials, finely 
minced and carefully reasoned. Suffi¬ 
cient moisture must be used at first 
to blend tho materials, then allowed 
to brown a rich crust, either iq the 
spider on top of the range when the 
hash is to be turned out or browned 
in the oven.

The United Kingdom is almost tbfl 
only part of tho world absolutely free 
from leprosy, though it is said that 
the disease is also unknown in the 
Kurile Islands, to the north of Ja¬ 
pan. This is the more remarkable 
because the Japs themselves are by 
no means free from this horrible 
complaint. 

NO CONSUMPTION THERE. 

As for tho white scourge, as con¬ 
sumption hus been well termed, there 
are several places which are immune 
from tuberculosis. These are chiefly 
deserts. In almost any part of the 
Sahara the person who fears con¬ 
sumption may live free of the terror, 
and at the other end of Africa tho 
Kalahari desert is an equally safe 
refuge. 

A part of the world more easily 
reached which is also quite freo from 
tuberculosis is the high und dry 
country in Southern California. Here 
reside in fair health many who, In 
any less dry and equable climate, 
must soon end their lives. 

All Arctic explorers bear witnoss 
tp the fact that while living in tho 
Polar regions such complaints as 
(luenza or cold in the head wore 
isolutely unknown. This Beems a 
conclusive proof that a cold is pure¬ 
ly and simply an infectious ailment.6 
It is an odd fact that during groat 
influenza epidemics in Britain it has 
been noticed that those who worked 
in very high temperatures were com¬ 
pletely exempt. At a time whon 
over three nundred of the hands in 
the great works at Elswick were 
down with influenza not ono singlo 
"puddler" caught the infection. 

MOSQUITOES EXTERMINATED. 
There is one place, at least, where 
mosquitoes are quite unknown. This 
the town of Sassari in tho island 
of Sardinia. Three years ago the 
authorities of Sassari set to work to 
absolutely exterminate these wingod 
pests. A chart was made of the 
town and neighborhood showing 
every pond or other piocc of 
stagnant water whero mosquitoes 
could breed. Upon these peti*olour» 
was poured once a fortnight. In all 
the cellars chlorine gas was em¬ 
ployed, and insecticides of various 
kinds scattered over the refuse pits. 
The result is that Sassari is now ab¬ 
solutely free from mosquitoes and 
other similar annoying insects. 

For town lovers who do not like 
fogs, New York may' be confidently 
recommended as a home. In America’s 
biggest city it is an offence punish¬ 
able by heavy fine to allow black 
smoke, dust, gas, or any offensive 
odor to come from a chimney. If 
black smoke is seen to proceed from 
chimney notice is at once sent to 
discontinue the offence within flvo 
days.

clear as that of Italy.

Certain poisons possess the property 
of acting in a decided manner on the 
eye. Atropine enlarges the pupil and 
for this purpose lias become indis¬ 
pensable in ophthalmology. Santonin 
causes one to s^e yellow. Disturl)- 
anees of ^slon have furthermore been 
observed as secondary effects of cer¬ 
tain medicines; for instance, after the 
use of quinine, iodoform and naphtha- 
ltn. which, in a case of intestinal ca¬ 
tarrh, caused a cataract. The worm 
disease in 1 Do district of the Kitlir iii^J 
Germany has furnished an opportunity 
for the observation thr.i the popular 
fern root, much employed as a remedy, 
may give rise to serious ocular injury. 
The use of this remedy in the case of 
two miners led to incurable blindness. 

In the trades there are also poisons 
which act especially upon the eye. 
Very dangerous, above all; is lead, 
which produces inflammation and atro¬ 
phy of the optic nerve. “Workmen in 
mustard factories,” says a German 
medical Journal, “ofton suffer from in¬ 
flammation of tho cornea in conse¬ 
quence of tho action of the mustard 
vapors upon the eye.” Latterly serious 
visual disturbances have been pro¬ 
duced by chloric oxide and chloric di¬ 
oxide, poisonous vapors generated by 
the use of magnesium flashlight pow¬ 
ders for photographic purposes.—Jew¬ 
elers’ Circular Weekly.

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SPAIN LOST CUBA FOB A FEW 
BOTTLES OF QUININE. 

How the Fritieh*Admiralty Ham¬ 
pered the Charting of the 
Torres Straits. 

France hoe notified the world that 
she will not in future keep up on 
Kerguelen Land, now under her con¬ 
trol, the provision and shelter de¬ 
pot for ship-wrecked mariners, which 
was established there by Britain 
some thirty years ago. This means 
that henceforward any sailors who 
may have the misfortune to be cost 
upon tho desolate shores of this un- 
inhahdtated island, wMl have to 
shift for themselves; and it is only 
too certain what their fate, in such 
a case, is likely to be, unless speed¬ 
ily rescued. 

Even the British have not held al¬ 
together aloof from exercising simi¬ 
lar misdirected economies. 

For instance, by order of the Ad¬ 
miralty, in 1884, it was decided to 
no longer puy the £100 reward, 
which' up till then had been granted 
to pearl-ushers and others reporting, 
uncharted reefs in tho dangerous 
Torres Struits, separating Australia 
from New Guinea. 

The result was that, on February 
20th', 1.890, tho Qdecsland liner Qm- 
ettu. with an enormously valuable 
cargo, struck on an u/iknown rock 
off Cape York, in these same wa¬ 
ters, and 

WENT TO TILE BOTTOM. 

About 1513 lives were lost out of 
282, amid terrible scenes of panic. 
Yet it was clearly proved at the in¬ 
quiry that the catastrophe might 
have been avoided. For the existence 
of the rock on which the vessel 
struck hnd been known locally for 
at least throe years. Only, the gra- 
t’uity for tho information being no 
longer forthcoming, nobody made it 
their business to conmrunicato the 
fact to the proper authorities. 

For a few bottles of quinine Spain 
lost Cuba. In that fever-stricken is¬ 
land this drug is moro important 
than food or drink even, to the un- 
acclimntlsed European. And, until 
the close of 1895, tho soldiers of t r ne 
garrison were regularly supplied with 
it by the home Government. 

Then some wiseacre in Madrid, who 
had never been near Cuba, and knew 
nothing of ‘‘yellow jack” or malaria, 
ordered the discontinuance of the 
“medicino ration,” as it was called, 
on t'hc score of expense. General 
Campos, the Captain-General of the 
island, knew whut the order meant, 
*nd protested vigorously; but he was 
ad listened to. 

Some months later half his army 
was on the sick list, the “rebels''’ 
had broken through hie weakened 
military cordon into the rich Western 
Provinces, and with this came the 
practical overthrow of Spanish do¬ 
minion in the last and fairest of her 
foreign possessions. 

When, in 1838, the French Govern¬ 
ment declined anv longer to pay the 
wages (about. §325 n year each) of 
the three men whose duty it was to 
see to the stability of certain dykes 
along the banks of the River Rhone, 
they probably did not anticipate 
that anything very dreadful would 
come of it. Yet hardly two years 
had passed when one of the neglect¬ 
ed dykes suddenly gave wav in tho 
night, and, almost before anybody 
had time to realize what was hap¬ 
pening.

IN AN ENGINE HOSPITAL. 

How Steam Giants and Bailway 
Carriages are Bepalred. 

Railway engines, like human beings 
are subject to a multitude of com¬ 
plaints, and, although it is not gen¬ 
erally known, every railway has at 
least one hospital where these steam 
giants are nursed bock to conval¬ 
escence. As a rule each hospital is 
capable of accommodating fifty en¬ 
gines, whilst there are smaller hos¬ 
pitals for railway carriages and 
trucks. 

Every engine, on arriving in from 
a long journey, is thoroughly ex¬ 
amined, and if any defect is reported 
an engineer proceeds to disgnose the 
case, and writes out in dertail on a 
ford! tho nature of tho damage, 
whereupon the engine is at once put 
ou,t of traffic and goes to hospital. 

The hospital itself is a largv shed 
filled with gigantic machinery, 
which cuts steel like paper, and 
enormous cranes, each capable of 
lifting forty tons and travelling 2,- 
000 feet a minute, in tho grip of 
which an engine seems like a shav¬ 
ing. As soon as tho engine arrives 
hero a foreman takes her in hand, 
studies the engineer’s report, and 
then sets a gang of men to repair 
the injury. As a rule there are 500 
men engaged in tho hospital, and 
their object is to get the engine at 
work again as soon as possible, since 
she is a dead loss to the company 
while; out of traffic. 

A big railway company will have 
from fifty to one hundred engines in 
hospital every week, but some of 
these can be returned to duty again 
in a few hours. An engine seldom 
lasts more than twenty years, and 
during that time she is laid up for a 
week for thorough overhaul 

EVERY EIGHTEEN MONTHS. 

A boiler will bo useless after ten 
years’ work, but as it is made up 
of fifty long tubes all of which must 
stand a pressure of 160 pounds to 
the square inch, the wonder is that 
it lasts as long. If nn engine goes 
Into hospital on account of its boil¬ 
er, every tube is made to stand a, 
test of 210 pounds to the square 
inch. 

The speed with which an engine can 
be repaired is marvellous. Unless 
she has been in collision she cun 
probably bo mended withou.t pulling 
her to pieces, as an engine is made 
in a multitude of parts, almost ev¬ 
ery one of which con be removed 
singly. Moreover, an engine con¬ 
tains a good deal of timber, a fact 
which most travellers are unaware 
of.. The boiler lie9 on a bed of 
wood to localize the heat, and if 
this needs repair the engine is swung 
aloft by the cranes, enabling the 
workmen to crawl in and out of her 
like pigmies over a Gulliver. Every 
moment jtfie is in hospitul has to be 
accounted for, and when sent back 
to duty she is given a certificate as 
a discharged pntient. 

Railway carriages are treated much 
in the same way, euch one being ex¬ 
amined by three inspectors after a 
run. Perhaps the brake shows signs 
of wearing, or a wheel is thinning, 
in which case the chief inspector 
'sticks a label on the carriage win- 
Idow, which declares the vehicle un¬ 
fit for duty and states the nature of 
the defect. Repairs to a railway enr- 
Irintre seldom take long to effect, but

Captain Thrupp, her commander, 
promptly changed his course to St. 
Paul's Island, the nearest land, and 
Ihcrc ran the ship ashore. His ac¬ 
tion, undoubtedly, saved the hun¬ 
dreds of lives intrusted to his charge 
for the ramshackle old Megora, .could 
not have kept afloat another forty- 
eight hours. 

Nevertheless, on his return to Eng- 
land, ho h&s tried by court-martial. 
But they dared not convict him. 
And. in the end, it was Sir Spencer 
Hobinson. ami the other Admiralty 
officials responsible for allowing the 
ship to go to sea, who were haled 
before u Government Commission and 
severely censured. 

TIIE POTATO BEETLE. 

In 1802, when the great civil war 
broke out in the United States of 
America, retienohment was. quite na¬ 
turally. the order of the day. And 
among other payments ordered to 
be discontinued was one of $250 a 
year, which the Federal Government 
at Washington had been allowing the 
State Government of Wisconsin as its 
contribution towards keeping within 
ho. nets the iittle insect pest which 
afterwards became notorious under

The result was tlmt Wisconsin

HOW THX CHIEF MAGISTRATE 
IS GUARDED. 

▲t President Roosevelt's Summer 
Home at Oyster 
Bay. 

In view of the approaching Prnsl* 
dential Election in the States, when 
the number qf half-crazy men wh^ 
wander about the country with im¬ 
aginary grievances which can only 
be soothed by the injury or death of 
the Chief Magistrate fs greatly aug¬ 
mented, extraordinary precautions 
are being taken to guard President 
Roosevelt from attack and annoy¬ 
ance during his two months’ vacation 
at Oystor Bay. 

Oyster Bay, it may be mentioned, 
is a small village on Long Island, 
which would probably never have 
come into notoriety had it not been 
for the fact that for many years 
past Mr. Roosevelt has chosen if for 
his summer resort. The house which 
the Presklent and his family occupy 
stands on an elevated piece of ground 
known as Sagamore Hill, and lies 
about three miles from the village. 
It is here that much of the Presi¬ 
dent's official work is accomplished, 
though he also has an office at Oys¬ 
ter Bay itself, which is presided over 
by his* secretary, Mr. Leob. 

It hns been stated in various jour¬ 
nals that Mr. Roosevelt holds his 
council’meetings in a barn while at 
Oyster Bay, but this is hardly the 
case, as the room in which such as-j 
semblies gather is a large apartment i 
in his house at Sagamore Hill. 'J « e j 
Roosevelt residence is in direct com¬ 
munication with Washington by tele¬ 
graph and telephone, and during the 
day th5 President spends a good part 
of the forenoon conversing \v : th the 
officials at the Capital over his pri¬ 
vate wire. 

WHILE AT OYSTER BAY 

Mr. Roosevelt indulges in tho same 
pleasures as any other man bent on 
enjoying a holiday, viz.. Ashing, 
swimming, riding, and an occasional 
jolly picnic with hiB numerous fam¬ 
ily. Ho is "snap-shotted” wherever 
he goes, and the click of the camera 
shutter has at last become so irri¬ 
tating to him that he has Anally 
given orders that he is to be pro¬ 
tected from the nuisance in future, 
so all camera fiends have been cau¬ 
tioned. 

In attendance on the President of 
the United States there is always a 
body of picked Secret Service men, 
though probably their presence is 
scarcely suspected by those indivi¬ 
duals who are privileged to call up¬ 
on him. These Secret Service men 
accompany the President on his 
rides, drives, railway Journeys, Inur¬ 
ing trips, and are even within bull¬ 
ing distance when the Chief Magis¬ 
trate takes a plunge in the surf. 

This vigilance is never roluxed day 
or night, and during tho Presiden¬ 
tial campaign the number of guards 
is invariably Increased. Last year 
all the Secret Service men were 
known to the people of Oyster Bay, 
but during the last few weeks many 
guards have been drafted into the 
service who are ubsolute strangers 
to tho villagers. Four of the Secret 
Service men who were in charge of 
the President last year while at 
Oyster Bay are old-timers, the re¬ 
mainder being new-comers und un¬ 
known to tho inhabitants of the 
famous Long Island watering-place. 

It is the duty of certain members 
of the Secret Servioo Commission to 
meet every train which arrives at 
Oyster Bay, closely scrutinize each 
passenger who alights, find out who 
he is, where he is staying, and

is the object of close vigilance, und, 
in fact, so well acquainted is the 
chief of the Secret Service with 
everyone who enters the village fun

The seo- 
ond relay is also an eight-hour tour 
from 11 a. m., to 7 p.m., when the 
third relay goes on duty for four 
houre. Tho fourth shift is made at 
11 p.m., and the squads alternate on 
long and short watches. Mr, RQOse- 
velt is a great favorite with his 
body-guard, and it is said that there 
is not a man among them who would 
not cheerfully sell his lifo in protect¬ 
ing that of his master and President.

WHAT ms BUSINESS IS. 

In a like manner each departing train

During the daytime 
two men arc stationed 1<X) ft. and 
200 feet respectively from the house, 
and take up a l>o«ition of vigilance 
beneath the overhanging branches of 
the big trees which are prominent 
features of Sagamore Hill. They are 
hidden from the road, but as soon as 
a carriage .comes within 200 feet of 
tho Presidential residence it is hulted 
and one of the guards in a polite but 
firm voico demands to know the bus¬ 
iness of the occupant. 

If it is a visitor for tho President 
and he curries with him an official 
order to pat's the guards, signed by 
Secretary Loeb, he is allowed to 
proceed. If, on the other hund, the 
visitor is merely someone driving up 
Sagnmoro Hill with the object of 
gratifying his curiosity by a glimpse 
of tho President, tho coachman is 
ordered to return 

THE WAY ITE CAME, 
and should he be a hired Jehu from 
Oyster Boy he hears of his indiscre¬ 
tion later in the day. 

Just outside the Roosevelt home is 
the Secret Service station, which is# 
in direct communication by private 
telephone wire with the executive of¬ 
fice in the village. This telephone 
service 1ms only lately been install¬ 
ed. and is for the sole use of the 
guards, Secretary Loeb, and the 
President. In cases of necessity or 
dangdr the wire might be made use 
of by Mrs. Roosevelt of members r.f 
the family, but not otherwise. When 
a Secret Service man in the village 
culls up his station at Sagamore 
Hill a bell rings at the station and 
ulso in Mr. Roosevelt's private roo.n 
at his home, so that, if he care* to 
do s o, tho President can listen to 
any message which passes between 
the village und the Secret Service 
station and obtain information as 
quickly as the guards. Mr. Roose¬ 
velt, of course, ulso has his own pri¬ 
vate telephone wire which connects 
him with his secretary’s office in the 
village. 

Though tho guests arriving at Sag¬ 
amore Hill have, of course, been in¬ 
vited bt" the President himself, they 
are subjected to a scrutiny as close 
and thorough as though they were 
total strangers. No visitor, for in¬ 
stance. is permitted, on arriving at 
Oyster Bay. to proceed direct to the 
Roosevelt's home. He must first of 
all call on Secretary Loeb in Ms 
village Office, prove that he is tho 
person he claims to he. und obtain 
proper credentials in order to pass 
the 

SECRET SERVICE GUARDS. 
Without these he would find it im¬ 
possible to make his way to Saga¬ 
more Hill without being arrested as 
n suspicious person and probably 
lodged in prison, no matter how ex¬ 
ulted his position might be. 

Having, however, obtained his or¬ 
der and started on his three-milo 
journey to the President's home, tho 
visitor's numo is immediately tele¬ 
phoned to Mr. Roosevelt und tho 
guards, so that from the moment 
he leaves the village his carriage is 
under tho surveillance of the Secret 
Service men. This double precau¬ 
tion is tuken in every instance, even 
when the visitor is a relative of the 
President or one of the most prom¬ 
inent Senators. During the recent

Nearly Every European Country 
Has Some Curiosity of Its 
Own. 

Many hotels In the Tyrol charge 
under the hooding, of "office," to 
cover the clerk’s time wasted in 
looking up information about trains 
and attending to letters. In some 
parts of South Germany travellers 
are Invariably charged for soap, 
whether they bring their own or not. 

Some tfmnll country hotels in Nor¬ 
thern Spain suj>ply their visitors 
with nightshirts, for which a charge 
is made; and all over the country 
luggage, not kept in the visitor’s 
bedroom, is charged a special stor¬ 
age. fee. French provincial hotels 
are proverbially moderate, but there 
is a hotel at Dijon which charges 
all its visitors for "flree," in 
mer and winter alike. 

Old-fashioned Hotels in Vienna make 
a charge for "brushing clothes," ana 
visitors ^are expected to leave their 
external garments outside their bed¬ 
room doers on retiring. 

Use of dark-room—one florin," ap¬ 
peared in tho bill of an amateur 
photographer known to the writer, 
who changed his plates in the bath¬ 
room of a big hotel in the 
city. 

Russia beats the world for strange 
hotel charges. In all but first-class 
hotels, bedroom towels are charged 
for; and visitors after paying about 
one dollar for a buth, are required 
to pay an additional twelve cents 
each per towel.

DANGER FROM THE CAT. 

Said, to be a Source of Disease 
in Households. 

The wandering cat is the greatest 
source of danger to any city or 
town. The evil thut ifc does as a 
carrier of disease hus been made the 
subject of special study by Dr. A. W. 
Martin, the health officer of Girton. 
un outlying district of Manchester. 
England. He says that, tho recent 
groat increase of diphtheria in Lon¬ 
don was <!uo to the disease being con¬ 
veyed by fleas from infected animals. 
He clearly shows that pigeons and 
fowls suiter from a form of diphtheria 
and are infested with fleas. He also 
shovjj^ that the cats of the neighbor¬ 
hood congregate wherever there is u 
pigeon cote or fowl run. und from 
these facts he deduces that the yuts 
bring the infected fleas from the 
birds into tin* house, and thus spread 
the disease. Other diseases of a con¬ 
tagious nature, he says, are spread 
in similar ways. One of Dr. Mar* 
tin's experiments with a cat showed 
that in four nights it deposited IMS 
fleas' eggs on the sjiot when* it lay 
leaves.

CAPE TO CAIRO LINE. 

Being Pushed on to Khartoum 
from the South. 

Rapid progress is now being made 
with the construction of the Cane 
to Cairo Railway, and the route 
which the line Will traverse* towards 
Khartoum has been tentatively de¬ 
cided upon. 

At present the line is in lProgress 
of construction on the north* side of 
Victoria Falls, ‘towards Kuloino, 
while the work of erecting the huge* 
bridge which will cross the falls is 
proceeding from either side. The 
bridge is expected to be completed by 
the end at this year, and the sec¬ 
tion to Kuloino—130 miles in length 
a few months later.

STBANBE HOTEL CHARGES 

Q9XEB BILLS THAT STB.AN¬ 
GERS DON'T LIKE. 

Nearly Every European Country 
Has Some Curioelty of Ita 
Own. 

Many hotels in the Tyrol charge 
under the hooding, of "office," to 
©over tho elerk'e time wetted in 
looking up information about truing 
and attending to letter*. In some 
parts of South Germany tr&vellets 
are invariably charged for soap, 
whether they bring their own or not. 

Borne umnll country hotels in Nor¬ 
thern Spain su]>ply their visitors 
with nightshirts, for which a charge 
is made; and all over the country 
luggage, not kept in the visitor's 
bedroom, is charged a special stor¬ 
age. feo. French provincial hotels 
are proverbially moderate, but there 
is a hotel at Dijon which charges 
all its visitors for "fires," in sum¬ 
mer and winter alike. 

Old-fashioned hotels in Vienna make 
a charge for “brushing clothes," ana 
visitors are expected to lenvo their 
external garments outside thefc bed¬ 
room doors on retiring. 

"Use of dark-room—one florin," ap¬ 
peared iii the bill of an amateur 
photographer known to the writer, 
who changed his plates in the bath¬ 
room of a .big hotel in the same 
city. 

Russia beats the world for strange 
hotel charges. In all but first-class 
hotels, bedroom towels are charged 
for; and visitors after paying about 
one dollar for a buth, are required 
to pay an additional twelve cents 
each per towel. Country hotels 
supply beds und mattresses, but 
charge separately fqy blankets, sheets 
and pillows, *the theory being that 
nil sensible travellers 

BRING THEIR OWN. 

Where there ure no railways, tho 
posthouse keepers ure allowed ly 
law to charge travellers lor “fodder 
for one horse," whether the horse be 
kept at the inn or not. 

Heavy taxation sometimes leuds to 
curious hotel charges. Muny Greek 
hotels charge ten leptu (two cents) 
u night for matches. In Italy, 
where the suit-tax is outrageously 
high, landlords of small inns cnarge 
one cent per head for salt They 
also invariubly charge u percentage 
on postage stamps bought at thc 
inn. 

"Use of toilet necessaries" is re¬ 
sponsible for thirty centimes (three¬ 
pence) of most Corsican hotel bills. 
At Ajaacio some o-f the better-class 
hotels Aurge for “table decorations" 
und anflone who wishes to avoid this 
exactioK, should Instruct the head- 
waiter to p*u*t no flowers on his table 
The item “Lights in public rooms" 
appears beside “bedroom lights"' in 
many Greek hotel bills. 

In Sofia hotel-keepers have to pay 
a special tax for the maintenance of 
the police force; und they extract 
this from their visitors by charging 
specially for hot water. 

Most Bulgarian- hotels charge twen¬ 
ty-five cents to unyone who comes in 
after eleven o'clock ut night, and to 
anyone who comes down to break¬ 
fast after ten. 

There is a hotel-restaurant in Buch¬ 
arest which widely advertises 

% A HUNGARIAN BAND 
as its great attraction, but charges 
twelve cents for music in all i*s 
bills. 

In Ron mania, as in Russia, bedd¬ 
ing is universally charged lor. Rou¬ 
manian country hotels charge u fixed 
pricey according to the visitor's rank, 
a niorchunt. paying only two-thirds of 
the amount debited to a noble. 

In Norther Rouinania a traveller’s 
puying capacity is estimated accord¬ 
ing to the number of horses h’e trav¬ 
els with. The basis is one horse, and 
ten per.cent, is added to the bill for 
each ud.dional uniuiul.

THEY A HE LAW ABIDING. 

They slaughter great numbers of 
moose and deer, mountain gouts and 
cariboo. Most of this gunie is 
found on the spur of fho Rocky 
Mountains, which are parallel with 
the coast line there. Their guns uro 
tho old smooth bore rifles, largely, 
but they are expert hunters and fine 
marksmen. They are most law 
abiding and settle all disputes by a 
system of councils. The whalers buy 
all their fresh meat from these na¬ 
tives and sometimes remain thev 
for three years at a time. They 
thus avoid scurvy. 

In the winter the Esquimaux re¬ 
sort to their ancient snow' houses, 
but in the summer they rump in tho 
tei.ts supplied by the trade its.

DANGER FROM TFiE CAT. 

Said to be a Source of Disease 
in Households. 

The wandering cat Is the greatest 
source or danger to any city or 
town. The evil that it does as a 
carrier of disease hus been made the 
subject of special study by Dr. A. W. 
Martin, the health officer of Girt on, 
un outlying district of Manchester, 
England. He bays thut. tho recent 
gftmt increase of diphtheria in Lon¬ 
don was due to the disease being con¬ 
veyed by fleas from infected animals. 
He clearly shows that pigeons and 
fowls sulTer from a form of diphtheria 
und are infested with fleas. He also 
shows that the cats of the neighbor¬ 
hood congregate wherever there is a 
pigeon cote or fowl run. and from 
these facts he deduces that the cuts 
bring the infected liens from the 
birds Into the house, and thus spread 
the disease. Other diseases of a con¬ 
tagious nature, he says, are spread 
in similar ways. One of Dr. Mar* 
tin’s ex|K*riments with a cat showed 
that in four nights it deposited 1348 
fleas' eggs on the spot where it lay 
in the house, ami he demonstrates

CAPE TO CAIRO LINE. 

Being Pushed on to Khartoum 
from the South. 

Rapid progress is now. being made 
with the construction of the Cane 
to Cairo Railway, and the route 
which the line will traverse towards 
Khartoum has been tentatively de¬ 
cided upon. 

At present the line is in jwogress 
of construction on the north* side of 
Victoria Falls, towards Knloino, 
while the work of erecting the huge 
bridge which will cross the falls is 
proceeding from either side. Tho 
bridge is exjiected to be completed by 
the end of this year, anil the sec¬ 
tion to Kulomo—lot) miles in length 
a few months luter. 

It is hoped by the time the Kal- 
omo line is finished that arrange¬ 
ments will have been made for ex¬ 
tending tho railway another 250 
miles to the copper district north of 
the Kafue*river, And then the pro- 
Jett is to curry tho line to Lake 
Tanganyika. 

The railway will traverse the 
north of Eastern Rhodesia to the 
south end of the lake. It has not 
yet been decided whether the line will 
follow the eastern shore of the wat¬ 
erway or whether steamers on the 
lake will be employed to continue 
the means of epiunwnicntion. 

The railway. howeVbr. will be join¬ 
ed with jfhe Uganda line, urul th**n 
pushed i»rthwards past Fushoda to 
KhurtouA.

But. even if the figures be accepted 
nfi accurate, what does it all amount 
to? An average, say, of 548 ves¬ 
sels per annum—less than 2J j er 
cent, of out total shipping, or ubout 
the same number as we are accus¬ 
tomed to Jose, without panic, from 
wrecks und collisions each year. 

Moreover, for every four merchant 
vessels thus lost, we captured ut least 
one commerce-destroyer, with its full 
complement of picked scumen on 
board. 

And the ex peri nee of the Japunvse 
in the present war has been similar, 
nlthougtait was clear to many of us 
from the? first that her naval fc/rco 
was quite inadequate for her tusk 
from the British point of view. Had 
their naval power been sufficient to 
have blockaded Vludivostock us well 
as Port Atthur. und to have kept a 
fleet in the Straits’of Korea, the 
raiding lw the Htissiun ships would 
huve been impossible. 

ARE JAPS’ Foul'S USELESS?

Anothtr interesting feature of the op¬ 
position Leadei’a speech was his de¬ 
claration tLat if returned to power, 
and his colleagues would not stand by 
Government ownership, then he would 
get out of the Government. To-night’s 
meeting was in tho interest of Mr. 
Uriah WilsoD, the Conservative candi¬ 
date in Lennox and Adding'on, and 
was well uttended and attentive. 
NEWS OF DISSOLUTIOM. 

News of the dissolution of tho 
House of Commons camo to Mr. R. L. 
Borden to-night, in a telegram from a 
friend at Ottawa, which he read at 
his meeting, announcing polling for 
Nov.iJrd. The news was heard by the 
audience without demonstration. 
Later Mr. Borden was aked what 
effect the dissolution would have on 
his tour. He said it would shorten 
tho plans originally made, and ab- 
roviate his stay in Ontario somewhat. 
Ho intended going to Quebec and the 
Maritime Province?, but w^uld not be 
able to go to the Northwest again this 
time ‘ Doyou intend goiugon speak¬ 
ing until election day?” ho was asked 
‘ Yes, or until I drop,” he replied laugh¬ 
ing. It might be added that Mr. 
Borden is standing the campaign well, 
and seems no less fit than the day he 
entered Ontario, over two weeks ago. 
THE EVENING MEETING. 

An audience of 800 people attended 
the meeting to-night, which was held 
in the opera house. Mr. James R. 
Frauer, President of the Conservative 
Association of Lennox occupied the 
chair. Among those noticed on the 
platform were besides Mr. Borden 
—Messrs. Uriah Wilson, M. P. Conser¬ 
vative candidate ; R. A Pringle, M.P. 
Addington. Mrs. Bordt n also occupied 
a sout near her husband. 

Mr. Uriah Wilson, on being c^ied 
upon deferred making a speec.u at the 
audit nee was there to hear their lead¬ 
er. 

An address read to Mr. Borden wel¬ 
comed him to the home of tho boy¬ 
hood of the late Sir John Macdonald, 
a .d assured him that they saw in 
him a strong, honest and sincore ex¬ 
ponent of tho principles for which the 
Ittto Sir John Macdonald spent his life 
in building up Canada for the 
Canadians in every respect by a prop¬ 
er and adequate protection of all class¬ 
es of the community, not only against 
undue foreign competition, but also 
against the improper and dishonest 
waste cf our national wealth for the 
benefit of tho few favored corporations 
and iudfviduals.

WIL D ANIM ALS. 

Different Methods by Which They 
Are Captured. 

The different methods by which vari¬ 
ous wild animals are captured in their 
native state are interesting. Lions are 
generally caught by being tempted to 
thrust their heads through nooses of 
strong cords composed of twisted 
hides. Pieces of meat are used for bait, 
but frequently the hunters have many 
days of hard chasing before the lion 
can he persuaded to try the noose. 
When he does, the cords are pulled 
quickly around his throat, stilling him, 
and other stout cords are bound around 
his legs. Tigers are more savage than 
lions and cun rarely he captured when 
full grown. Recruiting is accordingly 
curried on among the cubs, the parent 
tigers being killed and tho young, left 
without protectors, being easily caught. 
The cubs readily accustom themselves 
to captivity. Perhaps the most difficult 
of all wild animals to capture is the gi¬ 
raffe. In addition to being very rure 
giraffes are exceedingly timid and 
swift footed. There is no special way 
to capture a giraffe. Many different 
■ways have been tried, and all have 
been equally unsuccessful. Tho meth¬ 
od which has occasionally resulted in 
a capture is that of using a long cord, 
at each end of which is a round weight^ 
Tills cord is thrown by the hunter in 
such a manner as to wind around the 
animal’s legs, either bringing it to the 
ground or rendering it incapable of es¬ 
caping before it is made n prisoner. 
Most of the giraffes in captivity have 
been caught by chance when young.

FOUGHT BREAST TO BREAST. 

The London Daily Telegraph * Che¬ 
foo correspondent gives a Chinaman's 
account of the desperate lighting at 
Port Arthur, in which tho Japanese 
swarmed like locusts upon the Rus¬ 
sian bayonets.

DAKOEMOUS condition on

IirrMtif atl ons Ptot» That This Is 
Caused by Unsanitary 
} ; Closets. 

Attention was recently called to ths 
fact that out of some 100 to 200 
samples of water from farm wells 
analyzed annually by Prof. Shutt, 
Chemist of the Dominion Experimen¬ 
tal Farms, not one-fl/th are found 
safe and wholesome. By far the 
greater number have to be utterly 
condemned, and it seems very evi¬ 
dent that a great improvement in our 
water supplies is necessary. This 
dangerous condition of many farm 
wells is undoubtedly due to pollu¬ 
tion by unsanitary closets. There is 
no reason why we should have our 
farm-houses to-day in the semi-bar- 
narlc condition in which so many ol 
them are, with their closets and pri¬ 
vies a menace to public health. We 
may talk about bacteriology, sanita¬ 
tion. and so on, but all that and a 
great deal more is included in what 
we understand by, "cleanliness." The 
lack of cleanliness Is primarily a 
mattor of Ignorance, and secondarily, 
a matter of laziness. 

An Ontario editor, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the board of health in his 
town and familiar with sanitary con¬ 
ditions in his section, says in effect: 
Perhaps tho farmers of this district 
are worse than elsewhere, but of all 
the farms I have visited during tho 
past few years, I havo yet to learn 
of one closet kept with a regard to 
common decency, not to speak of 
hygenic laws. This state of affairs 
Is utterly Inexcusable. In the towns 
the closets are inspected by order of 
tho boards of health, and the people 
aro gradually being persuaded to 
adopt 

THE DRY EARTH SYSTEM. 

Very few pits are left and no new 
ones are being dug. Inspection by 
county and township boards of health 
may be impracticable, but the self- 
respect of farmers and their families 
ought to mean something in this re¬ 
spect, if regard for health means no¬ 
thing. 

Ordinary shallow wells in the vi¬ 
cinity of the old-fashioned privy pits 
aro almost certain to become con¬ 
taminated by seepage. Tho soil is 
an excellent filtering and cleansing 
ageim, oxidizing organic matter rap¬ 
idly! and. tending to check the do- 
vel(^)ment of many of the common 
putrefactive bacteria. But the soil 
is only able to dispose of a certain 
amount of contaminating material, 
Xmi, such disposal takes time, so 
by heavy rains the contaminat¬ 
ing matter may ba carried far into 
tho earth below the true purifying 
layer, and thus soak unchanged into 
the wells. An old pit. which has 
been dosed and covered with earth 
is almost equally dangerous, ns the 
decomposition of tho large mass of 
excreta contained therein is a matter 
of years, unless hastened by the prox¬ 
imity of trees whose roots reach the 
pit. The contents should be removed 
and spread upon a field, and tho pit 
left open long enough to permit the 
decomposition of any organic matter 
remaining. 

If farmers onco took time to think 
of theso matters, there would un¬ 
doubtedly be a great improvement. 
Windmills are now both cheup und 
common, and there is no reason why 
well-to-do farmers should not have 
a water system in their houses, with 
all the conveniences and advantages 
which residents in tho cities enjoy 
from the water works systems there 
established. 

Though not quite so convenient, the 
dry earth 4(o»et is so cheap and «o‘ 
satisfactory* from the sanitary point 
of view that no farmer can discover 
reasonable excuse for refusing to 
adopt it. A well laid comcnt con¬ 
crete' flooi? will be found by fur the

WHAT IS THE MATTER ? 

Why is it that the*,* difficulties 
should be experienced? Mention ims 
ulreudy been mude of ihe main ex¬ 
cellent individuals that could lie 
found in thut comlnunity. Olio 
would suppose that matched teum.s 
wore not in demand; on. would then 
think, thut horses of superior quality 
did not command a good price. Rut 
all this is folly, for animals ol su¬ 
perior excellence un:l teams thut 
match fuirly well und have the re¬ 
quisite style und uction, are in great 
demand and ready purchasers Can bs 
found at a profitable price. 'I'his, 
then, is not the explanation of tho 
trouble. The real difficulty lies In 
the great vuriety of sires and dams 
used in any one community for breed¬ 
ing purposes. This year Farmer 
Jones breeds from one sire, next 
year from another of entirely differ¬ 
ent type und quulity, and the third 
year from still « different type; and 
so it is with pructicully every funn¬ 
er in the community, and the samo 
is true of the dams used for breeding 
purposes. They are often, unfor¬ 
tunately, tlio odds and ends of the 
farm, of little use for further ser¬ 
vice.. ‘They may even be diseased or 
have Various defects of conformation 
thai jite almost certiun to bo trans¬ 
mitted to their progen>. Tills does 
not look like business, and it is not 
business, und it does more harm to 
the horse breeding industry than sll 
tho other agencies which operate 
uguinst it, such as the automobile.

MOUNTED ON RUNNERS, 

and with a strong hook ut one end 
to which a horse may be attached, 
makes a receptuch? that can be con¬ 
veniently drawn to the field or barn¬ 
yard to be emptied. This box may 
bo made wholly or in part, of sheet 
iron, and if the bottom lie semi¬ 
circular in form a kettle of hot wa¬ 
ter will be found sufficient to loosen 
the frozen contents in winter. Gal¬ 
vanized iron buckets, larger at the 
top than at the bottom, are also 
easy to empty in winter. The na¬ 
ture of the receptacle is largely a 
mutter of convenience; the essential 
features of the system ore the stor¬ 
ing and uso of a plentiful supply of 
dry earth and the emptying of the re¬ 
ceptacle regularly. Tf the contents be 
spread thinly over the surface of u 
field, they will be decomposed in a 
very few days with no danger to tho 
publjc health. 

Ashes should not he used as a sub¬ 
stitute for earth, and road dust is 
very little better. The surface soil 
of a field or garden that has been 
frequently cultivated will be found 
just the thing. If a little coarse or 
lumpy it may be run through u 
gr,avel screen. It Is always advisable 
to keep a good supply on hand, as it 
becomes drier and better with ago 
when stored in a bin. 

If tho man who has hitherto l>cen 
careless in this particular will adopt 
and maintain a proper sanitary sys¬ 
tem in connection with his closet, he 
will find himself gaining largely, not 
only In self-respect, but in the re¬ 
spect of his family and of the strang¬ 
ers within his gates. Furthermore, 
he may thereby escape tho ravages of 
such diseases ns typhoid fever, which 
are so frequently traced to tho use 
of contaminated water.

It 
does not require very much capital; 
all thut is needed is liurmony '»f ac¬ 
tion. This matter is of such serious 
and widespread importance ns to Ihj 
worthy of the earnest consideration 
of every community where live stock 
breeding, no matter what the class, 
is a matter of any considerable con¬ 
cern. «

ACADEMY OF BRAN. 


▲ Celebrated Italian Literary Insti¬ 
tution and Its Aims, 

Tire Academy of Bran was the most 
celebrated of Italian literary acade¬ 
mies, and its title was borrowed from 
a previous literary society at Perugia, 
the Accadcmia degli Scossl, or the 
Academy of the Well Shaken. The 
device of the earlier society was a 
sieve, und its motto “II piu bel flor ne 
coglie’’ (It collects the finest flour). 

The principal object of the Bran 
society, the Accndemia della Crusca, 
was the purification of the Italian 
language, in order to effect which, in 
the spirit of pedantry common to the 
age, it reintroduced many obsolete 
words which hud been replaced by 
more effective derivative forms or 
foreign adaptations. 

Its greatest work was the Vocabu- 
lurlo della Crusca, the Vocabulary of 
tho Bran, published in 1013. The 
whole tone of this work was archaic. 
It affected to regard the fourteenth 
century as the Augustan ago of 
Italian literature and endeavored to 
make the standard of that period a 
standard for all time. Tlije Accademla 
della Crusca is now incorporated with 
two older societies, the Apatlci, or Im¬ 
partial, and the Florentine academy.

“In cities, towns and incorporated 
villages, every Candidate for mayor, reeve, 
controller, water ooramissoner and street 
railway commissioner, shall on the day of 
Dominaton or at any time before nine 
o’olook in the forenoon on the following 
day, or when egcb T&st pamed day ia a 
holiday, then before lg o’clock noon of the 
succeeding day, file in the offloe of the 
municipality a statutory declaration in ac 
cordance with the form contained in sec¬ 
tion 311 of this Act or to the like effect, 
that he possess the necessary qualifications 
for the office, and in default of his so doing 
such candidate shall be deemed to have re¬ 
signed and bja name shall be removed from 
the list of candidates, end afialj not be 
printed on tfi.e ballot paper.

In the middle aues when learning 
was elevated to respectability In Eu¬ 
ropean colleges exercises consisted 
largely of disputations, and those who 
engaged In them were called disputants 
or wranglers. One candidate was pit¬ 
ted against another or against a college 
don to thrash a question out. Wrangle 
is a very suitable word, for the process 
often consisted of a battle royal, car¬ 
ried on by twisting an opponent's 
words so as utterly to baffle or confuse 
him. 

In the University of Cambridge In 
the fifteenth century 'an ould bache- 
lour," os representative of the univer¬ 
sity, had to sit on a three legged stool 
(hence the word tripos) "beffore Mr. 
Proctours” to test the abilities of the 
candidates for degrees by arguing with 
"the eldest son" of them. 

If these trials turned out satisfac¬ 
torily the moderator would compliment 
the candidates by saying to each, "Sum- 
mo ingenli acumlne disputasti" (yow 
hove wrangled excellently) to the fore¬ 
most, or "optime quidem" or "optima’* 
only to what are still called senior and 
Junior optlmes. Not till 1753 was the 
word wrangler used of the highest hon¬ 
ors class.

Named For a Famous Eighteenth 
Century Pastry Cook. 

The sweet, light tea cakes, nowadays 
familiar to us under the name of Sally 
Lunns, are called after a young pastry 
cook of that name who was famous for 
the quality of her wares at the close 
of the eighteenth century and was con¬ 
stantly to be seen carrying them In a 
basket, morning and evening, and cry¬ 
ing them through the afreets of Bath, 
temptingly displayed in enow white 
linen. She Is said to have kept a cako 
shop which became a favorite resort 
for old and young In the old west coun¬ 
try town. 

Dalmer, a musical baker, bought her 
recipe, made a song in praise of those 
tea cakes and set it to music. This 
soon caught on and was sung and whis¬ 
tled os a popular air. Sally Lunns were 
distributed on special barrows, and 
Dalmer’s fortune was assured. 

Sally I.unn herself is said to have 
baked her tea cakes for the prince re¬ 
gent, through whom they became 
known to the celebrated chef C’areme. 
He calmly adopted them as his own 
Invention and soul them to his cus¬ 
tomers in Paris ns Solileme:*., an evi¬ 
dent plagiarism for Sally Lunns.—Lou¬ 
don Mail.

known organic substance. 

The whole of the friction entailed by 
the mastication of food fails upon the 
cutting edges of our teeth, mul these 
are protected by an extra thickness of 
enamel.

At first tiie service consisted of three 
trains each way on week days and two 
du Sundays, lint this was soon found 
[o bo lUiiufficiiMit, After Limp street 
Uatiozi ywnf ^iioiuui thura were fcJx first 
piass trains and six second class trains 
each wqp on week days and two of 
each desviytion pn Sundays. The join- 
uey of tbrly-ono miles occupied near¬ 
ly two hoars, which led to complaints 
that the speed was too great to be 
pleasant md caused dizziness. On the 
other liatfl, sanguine expectations were 
indulgedin that In course of time tho 
averngeratc of traveling would be at 
least dotile the ordinary speed of the 
swiftestronveynnees drawn by horses. 
It was anticipated that the general 
adoptionof railways would lead to “u 
yust defense In the consumption of 
oats an hay by the substitution of 
steam nglnes In lieu of horses, and 
that potion of the soil which has hith¬ 
erto b«n allotted ta the growth of 
such pnluce may be appropriated to 
the raing of food suitable to the hu¬ 
man speies”—an important considera¬ 
tion inhe time of the corn laws. It 
could it have been foreseen that the 
railwa^ystem, so far from supersed¬ 
ing hoes, would lend to an immense 
increaelp the demand for them.—Liv¬
